Minnesota's position with respect to the lakes 
is much like Chicago’s. Chicago's prosperity Ue 
pends largely upon the fron ore which is brought 
down the lakes from Minnesota. We know the 
gulf waterway will not destroy our prosperity by 
destroying the great lakes’ harbors. We could not 
afford to risk the assured prosperity born of the 
lake traffic for the less certain gains to be derived 
from the gulf waterway. Neither could Minnesota 
take the chance. 

The two waterways which meet in Chicago are 
at opposite sides of Minnesota. St. Paul and 
Duluth fought the issue out. Now the Minnesota 
administration, after long study, has concluded 
that the gulf waterway, whose early completion 
depends entirely upon an undiminished flow 
through the drainage canal, will not interfere with 
commerce on the lakes. St. Paul won, but not at 
the expense of Duluth. St. Paul won decause 
Duluth could not show how the diversion at 
Chicago would interfere with lake navigation. 
Minnesota's conversion offers a striking proof 
of the reasonableness of Chicago's position. Wis- 
consin is now the only state bordering the Mis- 
sissippi which is opposing the development of the 
gulf waterway.

LADIES AND GENTLEMEN

Mrs. Lulu Mosby is a Pittsburgh clubwoman 
who has been active from time to time in politics. 
Recently she. served on a jury with seven men 
and four other women, The jury was out eighteen 
hours. Mrs. Mosby thought it was eighteen years. 
Some of the other ladies and gentlemen of the jury 
found time hanging less heavily on their hands. 
According to Mrs. Mosby, the jury, or at any 
rate a section of it, wasn't particularly anxious to 
dispose of the case in a hurry. One woman juror 
sat on the lap of a gentleman who allowed her to 
puff his cigaret. The conduct of some of the others 
was none too decorous. Epithets, said Mrs. Mosby, 
were flung about as if they were not epithets at 
all. Some were flung at her. Mrs. Mosby shudders 
when she thinks about it. : 
We do not suppose that Mrs, Mosby's experience 
is inevitable, but we think it likely to be a common 
one if women are to do jury duty as some of them 
in [llinois desire. It ig an unfortunate fact that 
many men of standing in the community chron- 
ically avoid jury service. They say they can’t afford 
the time. Thus the proportion of honorable men 
is somewhat less than will be found in most stores, 
offices or ories, and the proportion of loafers 
and ne’er-do-wells somewhat higher. . 

Most men look upon jury duty as a chore. Men 
cannot understand why women who have so many 
chores already should want to take on another 
one. Some old fashioned men, inderd, will not und 
in Mrs. Mosby's synopsis of life in the jury room 
any reason to encourage their wowen folk to fight 
for the right to enjoy it.

Hot Potato Salad. 


There is certainly a pleasant aroma 
to hot vinegar, especially when it is 
pleasantly combined and only a little 
of it is used. Probably many people 
who use too much vinegar—using it to 
dress dishes rather than merely to 
flavor them—do not realize how pleas- 
ant it is when used more suggestively. 
A hot potato salad with a bacon 
dressing, flavored with vinegar, is one 
of the dishes which may have a vivid 
sort of aroma, although with much 
vinegar; and with bacon not immac- 


ulately prepared, it might de coarse 
and have off Ravens:

tour small potatoes, or some multiple 
of these if you want to make a large 
amount, one-half cup of bacon cut in 
small pieces—or multiply the quantity 
of this and the seasonings, too—one 
teaspoon or a litite more of chopped 
parsiey, one sliced onion, and two 
tablespoons of vinegar. 

Cook the potatoes and cut them in 
dice and keep them hot, adding to 
them the parsley and the onion slices 
separated into rings, and perhaps the 
rings cut in half so that the salad has 
the thinnest of little strings of onion.
